“There are few people,” sai@Durand, that 
prince of press-agents, who is ahead of the 
London show—“there are few people who 
have any idea of the magnitude of the 
circus business,” Durand is without dis- 
pute the best man in the London circus, 
and having been for fourteen years an 
adivance agent and previous to that time 
co-editor with Milt Barlow on Prentice’s 
Louisville Journal, we felt that we had an 
exceedingly rich thing and proceeded to 
toss him accordingly. ‘‘It costs the London 
show $1,800 to give its exhibition to-night. 
Its average expenses are $1,400 a day. It 
has lost $20,000 in its southern tour. At 
Blackville, South Carolina, only $18 was 
taken in, and of course we could not show. 
The business is a fearful strain. It is 
always make or lose—big!”’ 

“What was the most money ever made 
by a circus?” 

“The most successful tour on earth was 
made by P. T. Barnum in ’71 and ‘72. You 
see Barnum was very rich and had retired 
from the showman’s life. In ‘71 W. C., 
Comp asked him to let him have the use of 
his name for the purpose of sending 
out a circus. Mr. Barnum finally 
struck a partnership with him. Comp 
was a smart fellow, and he knew that Bar- 
num’s name would draw heavily. <A cor- 
respondence was gotten up in which Mr. 
Barnum said that in gratitude to the public 
for having made him rich, he had consented 
to organize and exhibit the best show ever 
seer. On earth, and with this grandest tri- 
umph of his life close his career. 1 was 


engaged to work up the advertising, and we 
went to work. <A pretty good show was or- 
ganized and started out. It was not near 
sv expensive or heavy a show as the present 
London circus, but it

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Suicide From Shame, 


Norro.k, December 17, 1878.—One of the 
strangest of tragic occurrences took place 
in upper Nansemond county, yesterday 
morning, which shows up the negro charac- 
ter in a new and extraordinary — light. 
Moses Ford, who was employed as a negro 
laborer on the Seaboard and Roanoke rail- 
road, was arrested for stealing $10 worth of 
property froma farmer. The jadge of the 
neighborhood soon ascertained his guilt, 
and speedily sentenced him to _ receive 
thirty-nine lashes at the public whipping 
post, which is the usual penalty in this 
commonwealth for petit larcency. The 
punishment was duly inflected by the con- 
stable, andat its termination Ford exhibited 
the wildest emotion and left with the 
greatest precipitation for home.

THE LAW 
to authorize such a plea is founded upon 
the organic law of the United States and the 
state, in the constitutions of which it is ex- 
pressly and distinetly stated that no person 
shall be put in jeopardy more than once for 
the same offense. Jeopardy is legally com- 
plete when the accused party has been ar- 
raigned before a jury empaneled to try the 
issue made and the trial has actseally begun, 
The moral of the law is that when both parties 
are prepared for trial and actually enter 
upon it, the interests of law, society and 
government demand a conclusion of the 
matter there and then, to the extent of the 
jurisdiction of the particular tribunal be- 
tore which the trial is thus proceeding.

Bayard Taylor. 

The announcement of the sudden 
death of Bayard Taylor, the well-known 
American author, which appeared in our 
telegraphic columns yesterday, will cause 
a thrill of surprise and grief threughout 
the country. While he was not particu- 
larly fond of the south and her institu- 
tions, he nevertheless possessed that 
broad culture which commended him to 
the good will of all liberal people. He 
was an original abolitionist, but he did 
not make himself obnoxious to those 
who held slaves. He was the first 
of those who held similar opinions 
to recognize the fact that the 
slave-owners of his time were not the 
authors of slavery, and were not respon- 
sible for the condition of the negro race 
inthe south. While firm in his convic- 
tions, he was perhaps the most liberal 
abolitionist that ever lived. He had 
traced slavery to its source, and if he had 
displayed any partisanship in the matter 
at all, he would no doubt have turned his 
pen against thé people of New England, 
whose ships were engaged in the traffic 
that, according to evidence from the 
the north, brought about the war. 
He was a_- genuine ~ philanthro- 
pist, as far as his impulses were con- 
cerned, and was as famous for his liberal- 
ity as for his talents and his culture. 

He was born in Kennett Square, Ches- 
ter county, Pa, in 1825. In 1842 he be- 
came an apprentice in a printing office in 
West Chester. In 1844-5 he made a pe- 
destrian tour in Europe, and after his re- 
turn published “Views A foot, or Europe 
seen with Knapsack and Staff.” Fora 
year after this he edited a weekly news- 
paper in Pheenixville, Pa. He then 
went to New York, where he wrote for 
the Literary World, and soon after 
became a member of the ed- 
itorial staff of the Tribune, 
a position that he continued to occupy 
until the time of his death. Inthe col- 
umns of that paper, the most of his sub- 
sequent letters appeared. In 1849, Mr. 
Taylor visited California and returned by 
way of Mexico. Since then he 
traveled the world over and has collected 
his observations into volumes so numer- 
ous that we have no space for their titles. 
He was as fluent in verse as in prose, and 
wrote as well in one astheother. Proba- 
bly his mosteffective work is histranslation 
of Goethe’s “Faust,” which is remarkable 
for its faithfulness. Since 1872, he has 
been engaged upona combined biography 
of Goethe and Schiller, and it was upon 
this he was engaged at the time of his 
death.

The New Jury Law. 

In our columns yesterday we published 
the new law providing for the selection 
of juries, as passed by the legislature, in 
order to meet the requirements of the 
new constitution. This new law is clear 
and explicit in its directions, and the re- 
quirements necessary to constitute grand 
and petit jurors are fully set out in the 
constitution and repeated in this later 
act. 

As the time fixed for the first revision 
of the jury list is near at hand, being 
new year’s day, the officers charged with 
the preliminary matters connected there- 
with should go promptly and energetically 
about their work. The judiciary and 
the press should at once call the attention 
of all concerned to the pressing exigen- 
cies in this regard. 

In the first place it is required that a 
close and careful discrimination, fixed by 
the constitution, shali be made between 
grand and petit jurors. The grand jurors 
must be “the most experienced, intelli- 
gent and upright men” among the tax- 
payers of the county; the petit jurors are 
required only to be “upright and intelli- 
gent men.” The badge of a grand juror 
is that he is one of “the most expe- 
rienced” men upon the tax-rolls. To 
make so delicate a discrimination is not 
an affair of a day or the labor of a few 
desultory hours. The duty of making 
this discrimination is absolute, and we 
warn the officers that the time for exe- 
cuting that duty is surely brief enough. 

In the second place, we doubt if, in a 
dozen counties of the state, the three jury 
commissioners required by this law to be 
appointed by the presiding judge of the 
superior court have yet been appointed. 
The law was only. approved on the 16th 
inst., and it is possible that few of the 
judgeseven are aware of its provisions. 
The contemplation of the law is that these 
commissioners, acting with the ordinaries 
and superior court clerks of their respect- 
ive counties, shall constitute the board of 
jury commissioners and shall make their 
first revision on the first Wednesday in 
January, 1879, which is the first day of 
the month. That is the day for the gen- 
eral election of county offices through- 
out the state, and it is more than 
probable that many of the present of- 
ficials will find themselves tempted to 
postpone or neglect the rigid compliance 
with this law which its terms and the 
most vital interests of the public demand. 
It is to be hoped that the salutary _re- 
form inaygurated by the constitution, and 
sought to be made operative in our Jury 
system by this law, will not be neglected 
or established in a casual or slovenly 
manner. It should be the pleasure of 


tion of the governors from the three great | 
natural divisions of the. country above 
named. They shall haye the pay of the 
officers of equal grade in the regular army 
while on such service. The regular of 
ficers shall be detailed by the proper au- 
thority, and the senior officers shall not 
be of ‘ess.cank than brigadier-general. 
This board shall prepare a system of reg- 
ulations for the uniform organization of 
the militia, which shall be issued to the 
states. 

Each state accepting the money and 
arms allotted to it by the board shall fur- 
nish its soldiers with uniforms and equip- 
ments. The uniform thus adopted shall 
be the fatigue dress of the militia, and 
must be worn when the command are 
called out for active service and at such 
other times as the governors of the states 
may direct. The full dress local uniform 
shall be retained and worn on all other 
occasions. The president shall assign 
from officers of the rank of brigadier-gen- 
eral on the retired list, who are capable 
of performing such duty, ten inspectors 
of militia, whose duty it shall be to make 
annual inspections. It is also intended 
that each state shall put up a rifle-range 
and appoint an officer to seperintend 
rifle practice; and the federal yovern- 
ment isto offer a stand of colors each 
year for the regiment in each state which 
shall show the most proficiency in drill 
and discipline. 


If some such plan as this were adopted 
the country could soon be relieved of the 
greater part of the expense now incurred 
on account of astandingarmy. A live, 
efficient militia system is needed, whether 
we have a small or large standing army, 
or none at all. The subject isa large one, 
involving both a change in expenditures 
and in the manner of national defense. 
This short session has not time to give to 
its consideration, but the people should 
begin to think over the possibilities that 
a properly organized reserve force offers.

Gold at Par. 

For the first time in seventeen years 
gold has: touched bottom. It has stood 
practically at par with greenbacks for 
about six months, and when the pre- 
mium absolutely disappeared there 
was momentary applause and a little 
buzz of interest. The change means 
very little, however. The channels of 
trade will flow on as before, and the re- 
turn of confidence will keep its usually 
slow gait. As a matter of curiosity we 
give the highest prices reached by the 
glittering metal in each year, beginning 
with 1862, when it was quoted at 102 on 
January 1: 
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We hope equality of value between 
greenbacks and gold will be maintained, 
and that the reported plotting of a ‘“‘gold 
clique” in New York. will be frustrated. 
If gold is not in demand for customs dues, 
there is no reason why it should com- 
manda premium. Inthe words ofa New 
York broker, “It’s simple enough; it costs 
two per cent. tecarry gold, whilecurrency 
is worth two per cent. It’s cheaper to 
sell iteven at par than it is to keep it, 
that’s the secret;nobody wants to carry 
it, and in fact with gold at par, the only 
party that can afford to carry it is the 
government. It will flow into the custom- 
house and treasury like so much water as 
soon as people understand that gold at 
par is a fact.”” The New York Herald 
attributes the recent advent of practical 
resumption “‘to the refusal of the treasury 
to give any more gold certificates. In 
consequence of this the owners of gold 
coin can no longer make it an article of 
merchandise. A man who buys gold 
does not wish to incur the risk of keep- 
ing it in his own custody, and his only 
choice lies between giving it in charge to 
a safe deposit company or turning it into 
his ordinary bank account. A safe de- 
posit company will not take it without 
charges which would reduce its value 
below that of greenbacks, and unless the 
owner is willing to incur the risk of 
keeping it in his own safe he must de- 
posit itin a bank. But no bank, at this 
stage of affairs, will receive gold except as 
ordinary current money to be checked 
against like any other form of currency. 
This puts a final end to the business of 
the gold brokers. ‘Othello’s occupation 
is gone.’ Gold coin can no longer be sold 
and bought for a mere transfer of gold 
certificates, but only by actual deliveries 
of the metal, which are too cumbrous and 
inconvenient to justify operations when 
there is buta vanishing shade of differ- 
ence between the values of gold and 
legal-tender notes. Hereafter the owners 
of gold can do nothing better with it 
than to deposit in the banks which they 
make the custodians of their other funds, 
and which will hereafter make no distinc- 
tion between deposits of gold and deposits 
of legal-tender notes.” 

The treasury contains, however, only 
$135,000,000 in gold for resumption pur- 
poses, while the legal-tenders outstanding 
amount to $348,000,000, less about $63,- 
000,000 that John Sherman is illegally 
hoarding. The hoarding of greenbacks 
is prohibited by law, and the secretary of 
the treasury must therefore be prepared at 
all times to confront an undiminished 
stock. Gold will nolonger be in demand 
for the payment of customs dues, and the 
sole source of danger is a possible combi- 
tion with New York as its headquarters, 
to break the treasury stock of gold. It 
is reported that a number of New York 
brokers are banded together for that pur- 
pose. It is said that they have in their 
possession from $8,000,000 to $12,000,Q00 
in gold. Their plan is said to be this: to 
borrow as many greenbacks as possible 
on the gold they have. With the green- 
backs thus secured they could go to the 
sub-treasury in New York and after the
